
ABSTRACT 

A portable/hanging feminine sanitary napkin utility bag is 
provided for the storage and retrieval of feminine sanitary napkins 
consisting of a rectangular main housing with front, back, left, 
right and bottom panels, a top access opening closeable by a 
pivoting lid and an adjoining peripheral rim is horizontally 
attached to the uppermost edge of the back panel with a side access 
opening on the lowermost part of a side panel that is closeable by 
a pivotal flap allowing for the retrieval of one feminine sanitary 
napkin at a time and a pocket on the opposing side panel and 
back panel that provide for the storage of feminine supplies, 
contraceptives, panties or the like with a strap that straddles 
above the rectangular main housing and is affixed slightly remote 
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
